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RULES OF ORDER FOR THE COUNCIL 


1.—Organization. 


Section 1. The Council shall be opened each day with prayer at 
the hour which may be designated. At the call to order members 
shall take their seats and preserve proper silence and decorum, stand- 
ing only when addressing the chair. 


Section 2. When the President shall have taken the chair on the 
first day of the Council, the roll of the Clergy shall be called, and also 
the roll of the Lay Delegates, whose certificates have been received 
by the Secretary, and if it be found that a constitutional quorum of 
fifteen of each order be present, the President shall declare that the 
Council is duly organized, and is ready for business. 


Section 3. In case of absence of Secretary of the Council, the 
vacancy shall be filled pro tempore by the Council. 


Section 4. After the organization of Council, the President shall 
appoint the following Standing Committees: 


(1) A committee of four, two of each order, on Parochial Reports, 
with power to act during recess and report, of which the Secretary 
of the Diocese shall be chairman. 


(2) A committee of six, three of each order, on the Admission 
of New Parishes. 


(3) A committee of four, two of each order, on Elections. 


(4) A committee of six, three of each order, on Constitution and 
Canons, with power to consider subjects brought to their notice be- 
tween the sessions of the Council. 


Section 5. The reports and addresses of the Bishop and the Bishop 
Coadjutor shall be in order at any time after the organization of Coun- 
cil and the appointment of the Standing Committees, and shall have 
precedence over all other business. 


1l.—Order of Business. 


Section 1. When no order of business has been adopted, the order 
shall be as follows: 


(1) Reading of the Minutes of the preceding day, but this may 
be omitted by a vote of a majority of the Council, taken without 
debate. 
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(2) Petitions. 

(3) Election of officers. 

(4) Report of officers. 

(5) The report of standing committees. 
(6) The report of special committees. 
(7) Unfinished business. 

(8} Motions and resolutions. 


(This Order of Business subject to oe adopted report of Committee on 
the Dispatch of Business.) 


I11!.—Order of Debate and Legislation. 


Section 1. All resolutions or motions shall be reduced to writing, 
and read by the Secretary to the Council, before they shall be debated, 
and no resolution or motion shall be considered until seconded. This 
rule, so far as it requires a reduction to writing, shall not apply to 
motions to adjourn, to postpone, to lay on the table, to refer to a 
committee, or other like parliamentary motions. 


Section 2. After a motion is stated by the President, or read by 
the Secretary, it shall be deemed in the possession of the Council, but 
may be withdrawn by the mover at any time before amendment or 
vote, with the consent of the second. 


Section 3. No new motion or proposition shall be admitted under 
color of an amendment or substitute for the matter under consid- 
eration. 


Section 4. If the question under debate contains several distinct 
propositions, the same shall be divided at the request of any member, 
and a vote taken separately; except that a motion to strike out and 
insert shall be indivisible. 


Section 5. When a proposed amendment is under consideration, 
a motion to amend the same may be made, but no further amendment 
to such second amendment shall be in order; but a substitute to both 
amendments may be received, and if adopted, shall operate as an 
amendment to the original proposition. 


Section 6. When a question is under consideration, no motion 
shall be received except to adjourn, to lay it upon the table, for the 
previous question, to postpone to a certain time, to postpone indefi- 
nitely, to commit it, to amend it or to substitute for amendments as 
in the last section, and motions for any of these purposes shall have 
precedence in the order herein named. If a motion to lay an amend- 
ment on the table be adopted, the matter before the Council shall 
be considered as if no such amendment had been offered. 


Section 7. Motions to lay on the table and adjourn shall be de- 
cided without debate; and such motions shall always be in order, 
except while a member has the floor, or a vote on any question is 
being taken. 

Section 8. The previous question shall only be put when de- 
manded by a majority of those present. It shall be in this form: 
“Shall the main question now be put?” and, until decided, all debate, 
amendments, and other motions shall be out of order. 


Section 9. When a question has been decided by the Council or 
postponed indefinitely, a motion to reconsider can only be made by 
one member and seconded by another who voted with the majority. 
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A motion to reconsider must be made the same day the vote is 
taken, or on the succeeding day. 


Section 10. When a member desires to speak or present any 
matter to the Council, he shall rise from his seat and respectfully 
address himself to the President, and shall confine himself to the 
question under debate, avoiding all personalities. 


Section 11. If any member trespasses the rule of the Council, 
the President shall, or any members may, call him to order, in which 
case the member so called to order shall immediately take his seat, 
unless permitted to explain, until the question of the order is decided 
by the President, when he may proceed in order as ruled by the 
President. 


Section 12. All questions of order shall be decided by the Chair 
without debate, but any member may appeal from such decision, and 
on such appeal no member shall speak more than once without the 
permission of the Council. 


Section 13. The names of the movers of all resolutions shall ap- 
pear upon the Minutes of the Council. 


Section 14. When two or more members rise at once, the Presi- 
dent shall say who is entitled to the floor, and from his decision 
there shall be no appeal. 


Section 15. The vote on any question shall be taken by ayes and 
noes whenever seven members require it, or by orders whenever such 
vote is demanded by five members, as required by the Constitution. 


Section 16. Every member who may be in the house when the 
question is put shall give his vote, unless the Council, for special 
reasons, shall excuse him. 


Section 17. No member shall vote upon a question in the decision 
of which he is immediately and personally interested. 


Section 18. Upon a division and count no member shall be counted 
who is not within the limits assigned as seats of members. 


Section 19. The reports of all committees shall be in writing, and 
all reports recommending or requiring any action or expression of 
opinion by the Council, shall be accompanied by the proper resolu- 
tions expressing the same for the consideration of the Council. 


1V.—General Regulations. 


Section 1. No member shall absent himself from the meetings of 
the Council without leave, unless he be sick or unable to attend. 


Section 2. The President shall, at his discretion, select suitable 
seats without the limits of those allotted to the use of members, 
which shall be appropriated to the accommodation of visiting clergy- 
men and candidates for orders who may be invited by the Rector or 
Wardens of the Church in which the Council is held, under the direc- 
tion of the President and Council. 

Section 3. No spectator shall, during the daily sessions of the 
Council, be admitted within the pews allotted to the Council; and the 
Rector and Wardens of the Church in which the Council is held are 
requested to see that this rule is enforced. 

Section 4. No rule of order shall be repealed, amended or sus- 
pended, except by a two-thirds vote.

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Whereas, Under date of September 1, 1931, there was addressed to the Execu- 
tive Board of the Diocese by the Trustees of the Funds of the Diocese a com- 
munication with reference to the invested funds under the care of said Trustees, 
which communication was accompanied by a report made to the said Trustees 
by their Treasurer, and by a report made to said Trustees by John B. Jenkins, 
Esq., Attorney-at-Law, dealing with the titles to various parcels of real estate 
which are security for certain notes held by the Trustees as part of the funds 
under their control, in which communication, the Executive Board was requested 
to submit said communication and the accompanying papers to the Council of 
the Diocese; and 


Whereas, The Executive Board, after giving consideration to the same, has 
submitted the said communication and accompanying papers to this body, and 
the same have been duly considered. 


Now, Therefore, be it Resolved, That the papers accompanying the said com- 
munication be returned to the Trustees of the Invested Funds of the Diocese, with 
the request that they ascertain, as best they can, the value of the various parcels 
of land embraced in deeds of trust securing the notes held by the Trustees and 
the responsibility of the makers of the several notes, and that they take such steps 
in connection therewith as they may deem necessary or desirable for the protection 
of the interests of the Diocese. 


The Rev. H. H. Covington, D.D., presented the following 
Report of the Committee on Constitution and Canons, which 
was received, and the recommendation contained therein was 
adopted: 


To the Council: 


The Committee on Constitution and Canons, to which was referred the 
resolution amending Canon VIII, Section 1, beg leave to report that the repre- 
sentatives of a Diocese in the Provincial Synod is determined by Canon 54, Sec- 
tion VII, of the General Canons, which reads: “Each Diocese within the Province 
shall be entitled to representation in the Provincial House of Deputies by four 
Presbyters, canonically resident in the Diocese, and by four Laymen, etc.” 


The committee feels that the purpose of the proposed amendment is the cur- 
tailment of Diocesan expenses, and therefore recommend that Section 2 of Canon 
VIII be repealed. Canon IX, which provides for election of Deputies to the Gen- 
eral Convention, does not contain such a clause, and the expenses of Deputies to 
the General Convention are provided for by the adoption by Council of the report 
of the Executive Board when acting as the Committee on Finance. The repeal 
of Section 2 of Canon VIII would leave Council free to provide for the expenses 
of one clerical and one lay deputy.

REPORT OF FINANCE COMMITTEE 


DIocESE OF SOUTHERN VIRGINIA 


To the Council of the Diocese of Southern Virginia: 


We recommend that the Treasurer of the Diocese be authorized to pay in 


1932: 

1. The salary of the Bishop, $6,000.00, and traveling expenses. 
2. The expenses of the Diocesan office, $2,400.00. 

3. The salary of the Executive Secretary, $1,800.00. 

4. The salary of the Secretary of the Diocese, $300.00. 

5. The office expenses of the Treasurer of the Diocese. 
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6. Premium on bond of $10,000.00 given by the Treasurer of the Diocese. 

7. Expense of audit of accounts of the Treasurer of the Diocese. 

8. The Examining Chaplains, $100.00, and traveling expenses. 

9. The traveling expenses of the committees of the Diocese. 

0. Premiums due from the Diocese to the Church Pension Fund. 

1. Reserve for expenses of the Deputies to the next General Convention at 

Atlantic City, N. J., $400.00. 

12. The assessment for the Provincial Synod for any amount for that purpose. 

13. Expenses of delegates to the Provincial Synod, not to exceed $200.00. 

14. The expenses of printing the Program and Journal of Council and other 
necessary expenses of printing. 

15. A gratuity of $15.00 to the sexton of Trinity, Portsmouth. 

16 To the Treasurer of the Colored Convocation, twenty per cent. of the assess- 

ments for Diocesan Expenses paid by the colored churches and missions. 


It is recommended that the assessment for the year 1932 be fixed as follows: 


On churches and congregations of which the current expenses amount to more 
than $100.00, five per cent. on current expenses and forty cents per communicant. 


On churches and congregations of which the current expenses amount to 
$100.00, or less, five per cent. on current expenses and twenty cents per com- 
municant; and, as follows, on those churches and congregations not reported in 
the Journal:

ol. James Mann offered the following, which was adopted: 


Resolved, Yhat resolution (a), under section “Second” of resolutions 
adopted by Council, in the matter of Chatham Hall, on January 28th, 1931 
(Diocesan Journal for 1931, pages 37 and 38), be amended to read as follows: 


“That this Council wiil endeavor to pay the interest on the floating debt 
of $31,054.00 and the interest on the bonded debt for five years, or such part 
thereof as may remain unpaid during such period of five years.” 


Resolved, further, That section (b) of the said section “Second” be res- 
cinded, and that the following be adopted in lieu thereof: 


“(1) That the Council of the Diocese of Southern Virginia hereby 
authorizes and directs the Trustees of the Funds of the Protestant Episcopal 
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Church in the Diocese of Southern Virginia (a) to liquidate or hypothecate 
securities of the Diocese held in the endowment fund and in the fund derived 
from the sale of the Episcopal residence sufficient to produce the sum of ten 
thousand dollars ($10,000.00), with which to purchase and take up the bonds 
secured by the first mortgage on Chatham Hall, maturing in the years 1931 
and 1932; and (b) to take up the said bonds, which aggregate $5,000.00 
for each year, the bonds so taken up to remain uncancelled as to be so 
endorsed as to make them subsequent and subordinate under the mortgage 
to the other bonds thereby secured which remain outstanding. 


“(2) That the Diocese of Southern Virginia recognizes its obligation 
to take up the first mortgage bonds on Chatham Hall maturing in the years 
1933, 1934 and 1935, in the amount of five thousand dollars ($5,000.00) for 
each year, and to raise the money necessary to that end, any bonds so taken 
up to be held as provided in the paragraph last preceding. 


“(3) That this action is taken on condition that Chatham Hall recog- 
nize its obligation, subordinate to said outstanding bonds and the floating 
debt which existed as of the 28th day of January, 1931, then amounting to 
$31,054.00, to refund to the Diocese at the end of 1935, any payments on 
account of the said bonds which shall have been made out of the invested 
funds of the Diocese and which have not theretofore been restored to said 
invested funds by contributions or otherwise made for the purpose.” 


The following, offered by the Rev. J. Keith M. Lee, was 
adopted: 


Resolved, That the appreciation of this Council be extended to the rectors and 
vestries of Trinity and St. John’s Churches for the hospitality extended to the 
clergy and laity of the Diocese, and to the ladies who so bountifully provided the 
luncheons. 


The motion was made and carried that after the singing of the 
hymn, “Blest Be the Tie That Binds,’ and the benediction, the 
Council adjourn sine die. 


The Bishop called the Council to prayers and after the bene- 
diction declared the Council adjourned. ‘

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APPENDIX A. 
THE BrisHop’s ADDRESS 
To the Clergy and Laity of the Council: 


May God’s peace be yours, in the redeeming love of Jesus Christ, His son, 
and in the guidance and power of the Holy Spirit. Amen. 

As we enter upon the duties of this, the Fortieth Annual Council of the Diocese, 
a brief historical outline may be of interest. 

The first division of the Diocese of Virginia took place in 1878, when the 
Diocese of West Virginia was formed, including the entire State of that name. 
In May, 1890, Bishop Whittle, in his address to Council, suggested that the sub- 
ject of division be considered, and later appointed a committee of sixteen to con- 
sider the question of dividing the Diocese of Virginia into two or three dioceses. 
In May, 1891, Bishop Randolph, Assistant Bishop of Virginia, presented in his 
Council address a masterly argument in favor of division into two dioceses. At 
the same Council the Committee on Division made its report favoring the idea 
of two dioceses; and proposed a line of division running south from the Potomac 
River to the North Carolina state line, with the following counties forming the 
western front of the Diocese of Virginia: King George, Caroline, Hanover, Gooch- 
land, Powhatan, Amelia, Nottoway, Lunenburg and Mecklenburg, the whole 
state west of these counties to constitute the new Diocese. A strong effort was 
made at this Council (1891) to make a three-fold division and erect then and there 
a Diocese of Southwest Virginia, but this was defeated, and the Council being 
unable to agree upon a line of division, appointed a committee on this subject to 
report the following year. 

The Council of 1892 met in Epiphany Church, Danville, the venerable Dr. 
George W. Dame being the Rector. It is interesting to note that among the 
postulants and candidates for Orders reported by Bishop Whittle to this Council 
are the following: E. W. Cowling, F. G. Ribble, W. A. Goodwin and Arthur C, 
Thomson (printed Thornton in the Journal). Among the clergy present at the 
Council and now among the splerey of Southern Virginia were the Rev. John C. 
Cornick and the Rev. James $ . Russell. 

The committee on division reported recommending a division into two Dioceses 
with the James River and Chesapeake Bay as a general boundary, and naming 
all the counties now included in the two dioceses of Southern and Southwestern 
Virginia, except the four Peninsula counties of Elizabeth City, James City, War- 
wick and York, as the territory of the new Diocese. This was later amended 
on motion of Mr. W. B. Martin, accepted by the committee, so as to include the 
four counties named. This was adopted, with resolutions that the necessary 
canonical steps be taken, and on October 8th, 1892, the General Convention 
ratified and completed the division. 

The Primary Council of the new Diocese was held in St. Paul’s Church, 
Lynchburg, and Bishop Whittle having elected to remain Bishop of the Diocese 
of Virginia, Bishop Randolph elected to become the first Bishop of the new Diocese, 
and presided. Thus began the diocesan life of Southern Virginia. It had been a 
division made necessary by growth and not through any divergence of opinions 
or desire to depart from inherited ideals and traditions. The new Diocese took 
the name of Southern Virginia, but it was and is Virginia. Contributing strongly 
to this sense of continuity was the personality of the first Bishop Alfred Magill 
Randolph, who had been for nine years Assistant Bishop in the undivided Diocese. 
He was spared to be for twenty-six years the beloved pastor of his people, his 
death occuring April 6, 1918. 

In 1906 at the Annual Council held in Trinity Church, Portsmouth, consent 
having been previously secured according to canon, Beverley Dandridge Tucker, 
then Rector of St. Paul’s Church, Norfolk, was elected Bishop Coadjutor, and 
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soon after took up his residence in Lynchburg with a view to the special care of 
the congregations of Southwest Virginia. He was also assigned the charge of the 
colored work. In 1917, Bishop Randolph’s age and its attendant infirmity, 
together with a serious illness suffered by Bishop Tucker, made it imperative to 
provide Episcopal ministration for the Diocese, and at the Annual Council in 
Danville Arthur Conover Thomson, then Rector of Trinity Church, Portsmouth, 
was elected Suffragan Bishop. At the Council held in St. Paul’s Church, Lynch- 
burg, in May, 1918, soon after the death of Bishop Randolph, it was decided that 
consent of the Church should be asked for the election of a Bishop Coadjutor, and 
at the Council held in Trinity Church, South Boston, in 1919, Bishop Thomson 
was elected to that office, which he held until the death of Bishop Tucker in Janu- 
ary, 1930. 

a Southwest Virginia had for many years cherished diocesan ambitions and 
in the years 1917-1919 the subject was given serious attention in our Councils. 
At the Council of 1919, the division was decided upon and the line determined. 
This action was ratified by the General Convention of 1919 in Detroit, and the 
Diocese of Southwestern Virginia came into being. Bishop Tucker and Bishop 
Thomson both electing to remain in Southern Virginia, the Primary Council 
of the new Diocese elected as their first Bishop, Robert Carter Jett, then Rector 
of the Virginia Episcopal Schooi for boys. 

The outline given thus far has been principally the story of Diocesan growth 
and division and the order of Episcopal succession. Like the writer of the Epistle 
to the Hebrews, time fails me to tell of the heroes of Christian life and faith among 
both clergy and laity who, having finished their course, do now compass us about 
as a cloud of witnesses as we take our places to run the race set before us. 


And so we turn our thoughts to the Diocese as.it is—out of the past it is true, 
but committed to the task of serving the present, and a part of it. We live in an 
age that is complex and intricate and it is useless for us to sit idle as we sigh for 
ancient simplicities, forever departed. It is of the very essence of the Church as a 
living organism that it shall accommodate itself in forms, methods and mental 
attitudes to each successive generation, without any sacrifice or surrender of vital 
principle. As the ethics of Christianity are seen influencing the best ideals of 
modern business, so may we expect to find business principles and business methods 
entering into the life and work of the Christian Church. Let us not apologize 
for this fact—let us not be covertly ashamed of it, but let us live largely and fully 
this life of the Twentieth Century which God has given us as our time. An out- 
standing characteristic of the better business world today is its insistence upon 
the need of facing facts. The first care of the wise physician is a correct diagnosis. 
It would seem sometimes that the Church in its anxiety for a remedy that will 
give immediate even if temporary relief, has forgotten this. We apply a healing 
salve when what is needed is a surgical operation. 


I want to bring before this Council with special emphasis two or three matters 
of vital importance to the weifare of the Diocese, and I ask that the reports dealing 
with these be given particular attention. The first is the Church Pension Fund. 
Please rid yourselves once and for all of the idea that this is some ancient mendi- 
cant really asking an alms but masquerading as a modern business man. The 
Church Pension Fund is the biggest single achievement of the Church in this 
century. Not alone for the benefits it assures. to the clergy—their widows and 
orphaned children, but also for the introduction into the Church of ideals of dis- 
cipline, regularity, integrity in the meeting of financial obligations, responsibility 
in the matter of the investment of funds, and above all corporate responsibility. 
There is a growing tendency in this Diocese to regard the payment of the premiums 
as optional with any Church or vestry. This is not true. The Diocese entered 
the Church Pension Fund as a Diocesan unit—when a Church fails in its obligation 
it becomes a failure of the whole Diocese and all suffer. Your committee on this 
Fund will doubtless give you illustrations of the truth of this statement. I urge 
upon the laymen here present the duty of seeing that every congregation maintains 
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its proper share of the support of this great work—and upon every clergyman that 
he will cease to regard this matter as touching primarily himself and his, but 
touching the unity and integrity of the Diocesan life—something he can properly 
talk about and work for. 

We face today, my brethren, a grave crisis in the life of our Diocese. The 
great extent of our own rural work is known to you all and it is the pride of Virginia 
that it has a work thus permeating and far-reaching in its influence. We have 
also our very definite responsibility as part of the whole Church for a share of the 
work undertaken by the whole Church—through the National Council. There 
are some hundred or so boys at the Boys’ Home near Covington, and some twenty- 
five or thirty little girls at the Home for Girls in Greensville County—looking to 
us for everything in life. And all this work is in grave danger. The report on 
the Church’s Program for 1932 should receive the closest attention. Returns of 
definite information, good or bad, have been incomplete—not only from small 
and remote places, but from large city churches. And the sum total pledged 
today, even with a liberal estimate for those yet to report, indicates the necessity 
for drastic and perhaps destructive reductions. Let us remember that it is not 
only our duty to make reductions conscientiously where necessary, but also to 
plan and work courageously and hopefully to make good once more. 

Another matter which must be carefully considered and definitely disposed of 
is our Diocesan responsibility for the debt of Chatham Hall. At the last Council, 
a resolution was adopted in which “‘this Council assumes the obligation to pay the 
interest on the floating debt of $31,054.00 and the interest on the bonded debt for 
five years.” 

“This Council further assumes the obligation to pay $5,000.00 per year for 
a period of five years to curtail the bonded indebtedness of $90,000.00.” The 
Executive Board was directed to make an apportionment for this purpose. Our 
failure to meet these obligations will be set forth in the reports of the Executive 
Board and of Chatham Hall. 

My brethren, we are living in difficult davs, but let us remember that the 
effect our times has upon the Church will depend upon the Church itself. It is 
a time that calls for personal sacrifice—for discipline and regularity in organization 
—for loyalty to the constituted order and adopted plans of the Diocese. At 
such a time individualism and parochialism spell disaster. 

We believe our work to be God’s work. Submitting, therefore, to His guidance, 
let us set ourselves at this Council unitedly and loyally, soberly but hopefully to 
the task which is ours. “Work out your own salvation,” says St. Paul, ‘‘with 
fear and trembling, for it is God that worketh in you both to will and to do of His 
good pleasure.”

During the year 1931 the Church lost by death four of her Bishops, as follows: 

On March Sist, the Rt. Rev. Thomas James Garland, D.D., LL.D., D.C.L., 
eighth Bishop of Pennsylvania, at the age of sixty-four. 

On April 25th, the Rt. Rev. Richard Henry Nelson, D.D., second Bishop 
of Albany, at the age of seventy-one. 

On July 18th, the Rt. Rev. John Poyntz Tyler, D.D., fourth Missionary 
Bishop of North Dakota, at the age of sixty-nine. 

On October 13th, the Rt. Rev. Theodore Irving Reese, D.D., sixth Bishop 
of Southern Ohio, at the age of fifty-eight. 


NECROLOGY—PRIESTS 


On May 5th, the Rev. Arthur Machen Lewis, Rector of Emmanuel Church, 
Phoebus, at the age of sixty-six. Mr. Lewis was born in Jefferson County, West 
Virginia, November 24, 1865. He was educated at Roanoke College and at the 
Virginia Seminary, being ordained Deacon in 1901 by Bishop Peterkin, and Priest 
in 1902 by Bishop Gravatt. He served in West Virginia at several churches until 
1911, when he went to Iowa, remaining there for thirteen years. In 1924, he came 
to the Diocese of Southern Virginia, serving first in Christ Church, Emporia, and 
since 1925 as Rector of Emmanuel Church, Phoebus. His kindly spirit and 
many pastoral gifts had greatly endeared him to his people. 


On December 28th, the Rev. George Oscar Watts, Rector of St. John’s Church, 
Hampton, at the age of forty-six. Mr. Watts was born in Wisconsin in 1884. He 
was educated at the University of the South and Sewanee; ordained Deacon in 
- 1910 and Priest in the same year by Bishop Gailor. He served in several charges 
in Tennessee, coming to Southern Virginia in 1927 as Rector of St. John’s Church, 
Hampton. Although but a few years a member of our Diocesan family, Mr. 
Watts had made a large place for himself in the hearts of our Clergy and people, 
and his intelligent interest and participation in the work of the Diocese, particularly 
in Religious Education, make his death a loss which will be felt by all. 

Time does not permit a detailed enumeration of the losses we have sustained 
in the ranks of our laity. Their praise is in the Church they loved, and their 
works do follow them.

At the February meeting, the Rev. Norman E. Taylor was elected Executive 
Secretary and Diocesan Missioner for 1931. The chair was requested to appoint 
commissions on Religious Education. These commissions were appointed with 
the following chairmen: 


Religious Education—The Rev. E. R. Carter, D.D. 
Christian Social Service—The Rev. E. Ruffin Jones. 


Referring to act of Council to create a special standing commission to secure 
special contributions to supplement the amounts raised by apportionment for 
the Program of the Church and for the Advance Work, the Board at the Febru- 
ary meeting, having determined that the 1931 Program Pledges from the Churches 
would not meet the $50,000.00 budget adopted, resolved to refer this matter to 
the proposed commission. Similar action was taken in April with reference to 
the financial status of the Diocesan Board of Missions. In April the Bishop 
announced tentatively the personnel of this commission and the Board suggested 
the following items to be considered by the commission as a part of its duties: 


1. To approacn vestries which have considerably under-subscribed to the 
1931 Program and to urge them to increase their pledges. 


2. To urge more regularity in payments to the Program in order that funds 
will be in the Treasury at the end of each month to meet stipends of our mission- 
aries in full when due. 


3. To approach individuals for the purpose of obtaining donations for the 
work of the Program and of the Diocesan Board of Missions. 


Referring to the resolution of Council instructing the Executive Board to 
levy a special apportionment upon the parishes and missions of the Diocese in 
order to take up $5,000.00 of the outstanding bonds of Chatham Hall: The 
Board in February instructed the Secretary to make apportionments to the Churches 
for this purpose on a basis of ten per cent. of their quotas for the 1931 Church’s 
Program and requested Col. Mann to prepare a letter to accompany these appor- 
tionments. In April the Board considered the matter of obligations of the Diocese 
to the indebtedness of Chatham Hall with reference to both the payments on 
the interest charges and the retirement of the principal sum and adopted the 
following resolution: 


“Resolved, That we suggest to the Trustees of Chatham Hall that they take 
steps at once to secure an extension of six months on the $5,000.00 principal account 
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falling due in June, and that a follow-up letter be prepared by the Chancellor of 
the Diocese and sent to Rectors and vestries of the Churches which have not 
replied to the letters and assessments already sent out, or which have already 
intimated their inability to pay the assessment; furthermore, that if the Bishop 
thinks it necessary, special agents be sent out later on to present in person this 
question to such vestries.” 


In the administration of the 1931 Program, the Board authorized the Secre- 
tary to continue sending financial statements monthly to the parishes, one-half 
the cost to be met from the Program funds and one-half from the Diocesan assess- 
ment account. At the meeting of January, 1932, the Secretary was requested 
to send telegrams to all Churches which had not paid their 1931 pledges in full, 
pair: Bee to complete their payments before the closing of the books on Janu- 
ary 19th. 

The appropriation of the Diocesan Board of Missions to Grace, Newport 
News, and Emmanuel, Phoebus, was made at the rate of $200.00 per annum. 
The appropriation of $400.00 to Blackstone and Crewe was discontinued as of 
October Ist, 1931, and the Board suggested that the Churches at Kenbridge and 
Victoria accept the services of the Rector of Blackstone and Crewe. 


THE 1932 ProGramM 


In February, the Board resolved that the committee on the Church’s Program 
for 1932 shall consist of the Bishop and four members to be appointed from the 
Executive Board and two from the Diocese at large. The Bishop announced the 
personnel of this committee to be as follows:

he Program committee presented a report to the Board at the January, 
1932, meeting showing an expectancy in pledges amounting to $40,000.00, and 
suggesting that the National Council asking be changed to $29,500.00 in con-

The Secretary was instructed to inform the National Council that our figures 
uasiae an expectancy of $11,000.00 for the work of the General Church Program 
or

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A special committee was appointed to investigate the present scheme for re- 
placement of Diocesan automobiles. Action on the report of this committee was 
postponed until their recommendations could be brought before the meetings of 
the Southside and Norfolk Convocations. Final action placed the administration 
of the Diocesan automobile fund in the hands of a committee of three appointed 
by the Bishop, transferred the ownership of all Diocesan cars to the Diocese of 
Southern Virginia and changed the period of replacement from three to two years, 
reducing the replacement allowance from three hundred to two hundred dollars. 

The Treasurer of the Diocesan Board of Missions was instructed, in case 
funds are not in hand at the end of each month, to make proportionate reduction 
of all salary checks and to send a letter of explanation to each recipient. This 
was done during October and December, 1931. 

The question of responsibility for payment of pension premiums on salaries 
or portions thereof having arisen in one of our parishes, the Board adopted a 
resolution to the effect that it accepts no responsibility for the payment of pension 
premiums on salaries discontinued by the Board of Missions. It was suggested 
that the Bishop be requested to examine the status of the Church Pension Fund 
account of clergymen desirous of being received into this Diocese. 

A special committee was appointed to advise with one of the congregations 
in the matter of payments of interest and principal on a loan made by the American 
Church Building Fund. The committee fulfilled its commission and was dis- 
charged with thanks. 

Acting as Committee on Finance, the Executive Board supervised the transfer 
of funds from the former Treasurer of the Diocese to the Diocesan Office. The 
Board confirmed the action of the new Treasurer in giving bond for $10,000.00 
to the Bishop of the Diocese. At the request of the Treasurer, a report of the 
Treasurer of the Diocese is being made before every meeting of the Executive 
Board. The Board requested that a complete audit of the accounts of the Treas- 
urer of the Diocese be made after Council has met instead of before Council meet- 
ings as heretofore. 

The Board recommended a budget of proposed Diocesan expenses for 1932, 
to be acted upon by Council. 

The Bishop offered a reduction of ten per cent. of his salary. In the judg- 
ment of the Board it seemed better for the Bishop to make a corresponding con- 
tribution to the Diocesan Board of Missions if he so desired. 

A communication was received from the Trustees of the Funds of the Protest- 
ant Episcopal Church in the Diocese of Southern Virginia together with reports 
as to the status of real estate holdings under the control of the Trustees, with the 
request that the communication and the reports be submitted to the next annual 
meeting of Council. 

The Board instructed the commissions on Religious Education and Christian 
Social Service to make their reports to Council. 

Suitable resolutions were prepared as a tribute from the Board to the memory 
of the Rev. George Oscar Watts, deceased. 

In connection with this report are the following matters to be presented when 
requested by Council: 


A: Financial Report of the Church’s Program for 1931. 
B: Financial Report of the Diocesan Board of Missions for 1931. 


C: Communication and statement as to status of real estate holdings under 
the control of the Trustees of the Diocesan Funds.

REporRT OF THE HIsTORIOGRAPHER OF THE DIOCESE OF SOUTHERN 
VIRGINIA FOR THE YEAR 1931 


To the Bishop and Members of the Council: 


At the request of the Bishop the report of the Historiographer will in the 
future record the consecration of Churches during the year last past. During 
1931 there was only one such consecration in the Diocese, that of St. James Church, 
Warfield, on July 21, 1931. 

Also acting upon the request of the Bishop a list has been compiled of the 
consecrations of Churches and chapels in the Diocese of Southern Virginia gathered 
from the annual reports of the Bishops of Virginia to 1893, and of Southern Vir- 
ginia from that date. The first consecration of which any mention is made is 
in the report of Bishop Moore, in 1816, when. he records officiating at the conse- 
cration of St. Paul’s Church, Petersburg. No record has been found of such a 
service having been performed by Bishop Madison. Grace Church, Petersburg, 
has had the largest number of consecrations, as three buildings on the same site 
were consecrated. Some of the consecrated Churches in the list have disappeared, 
doubtless the need for them in particular neighborhoods no longer existed, and 
their congregations rebuilt in more favorable places. Where corrections can 
be made in this list, please send them to the Historiographer, who will be glad 
to receive and note the correct data. It seems advisable that the list, which is 
in the hands of the Bishop be ot printed as part of this report, as it will doubtless 
need revision. 

It is with pleasure that your attention is called to a new publication, The 
Historical Magazine of the Protestant Bpiscopal Church, which will appear in March. 
It is to be edited by the Rev. E. C. Chorley, D.D., of Garrison, N. Y., under the 
approval of a committee appointed by the General Convention. Among the 
contributing editors is the Rev. W. A. R. Goodwin, D.D. The Rev. G. MaclL. 
Brydon, D.D., is the Treasurer. 

The collection of material relating to the early history of our Church in Vir- 
ginia is being made, slowly but steadily. Any such material already in hand 
concerning certain parishes will gladly be furnished any one desiring it. 
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Mr. Morgan Robinson, the State Archivist, is making a complete index of 
the Journals of the three Virginia Dioceses, which when finished will be issued as 
a Bulletin of the State Library, and will prove of great value to all users of the 
Journal. 

It is hoped that the awakening interest in Virginia history, ecclesiastical as 
well as secular, will prove an incentive to the Rectors and congregations of the 
Diocese to collect as far as possible reliable information regarding their parishes. 
Care should be taken to record only accurate data as fact, while tradition must 
be preserved for what it is worth—and its value is great. 

Your Historiographer urges that a copy of any published history of the parishes 


in the Diocese be sent to her for the Diocesan files.

Ecclesiastical History of Virginia through the year 1834, and from 1835 from the 
Journals of the Councils of the Diocese of Virginia through 1892, and from that 
year from the Journals of Southern Virginia. 

The earlier reports of the Bishops are lacking in detail, and many of the 
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consecrations are vague as the last three above. It was only in the reports of 
Bishop Johns that the number of consecrations was reported, and later still when 
they were tabulated. Some of the dates were found in the parochial reports, 
others were not found at all. This list doubtless has many errors in it. If any 
minister can make a correction from his parish registers or vestry books, I hope 
he will notify the Historiographer, and also the Secretary, in whose keeping the 
list may be found.

REporRT OF ARCHDEACON FOR COLORED WorK OF THE DIOCESE 
OF SOUTHERN VIRGINIA 


To the Rt. Rev. Arthur C. Thomson, D.D., Bishop of Southern Virginia: 
My Dear Bishop: 


I am herewith handing you my thirty-ninth annual report as Archdeacon of 
the Diocese to Colored Work in Southern Virginia. During the years of my 
Archdeaconate, I have had many experiences in connection with the work assigned 
to me by Bishops Randolph, Tucker, and yourself. These thirty-nine years of 
service, however, have in some respects been most pleasantly spent. I have ex- 
perienced many changes in the personnel of the Diocese during these years. 

When my assignment was made as missionary to Brunswick and Mecklen- 
burg Counties in 1882 by Bishop Whittle, there was but one congregation of 
colored people in the undivided Diocese of Virginia, excepting St. Philip’s Mission, 
Richmond. In other words, there was St. Stephen’s Church, Petersburg, and 
St. Philip’s. After the Diocese of Southern Virginia was cut off by the Diocese 
of Virginia, St. Philip’s and other missions which have since sprung up, north of 
the James River, have shown signs of encouragement and a large increase in mem- 
bership. Then later on the Diocese of Southern Virginia lost three colored con- 
gregations when the Diocese of Southwestern Virginia was cut off from the Diocese 
of Southern Virginia. Just about that time, our colored work in Southern Vir- 
ginia was steadily increasing in membership. After our loss to the Diocese of 
Virginia and the Diocese of Southwestern Virginia, our congregations increased 
to the number of thirty, but for one cause or another, especially the migration 
northward, crippled several of our rural congregations, thus leaving us with twenty- 
eight active Churches and missions in the Diocese. 

The physical plant has made rapid strides during the past five or six years. 
The Diocese rendered us valuable assistance in the erection of several of our 
Churches; the American Church Building Fund Commission gave us valuable 
assistance and the people helped themselves in a very liberal way, hence at the 
present time we have eight brick Churches in the Diocese and three beautiful 
new frame structures, and all the rest are in good repair. The past vear has seen 
St. Luke’s, Edgerton, remodeled and practically rebuilt, making it look as if it 
were a new Church. We were enabled to do this by reason of the State Highway 
Commission wanting a portion of this ground to straighten the road at Edgerton 
leading to Emporia. The Episcopal Church lot at Blackstone was sold, mainly 
because of its undesirable location, and a new site is being purchased and a new 
Church is to be erected thereon. 

Referring to the physical plant of our Church among the colored people of 
Southern Virginia, I take pleasure also in stating that we are holding our own 
fairly well in the matter of membership. Some of our clergy have done well in 
presenting goodly classes for Confirmation during the past year. Our mem- 
bership, notwithstanding the fact that considerable progress has been made during 
the migration northward, must still be bordering close upon 2,000. 

The past year has been one of great depression, as is well known to all en- 
gaged in Church work. I think I have not experienced a period of such depression 
at any time during my ministry of fifty years. Of course there have been periods 
of depression of shorter period, but none so keenly felt as it was last year. I 
am sorry to state that the colored Churches in Southern Virginia, because of their 
rural location have suffered to such an extent that they have not been able to meet 
their Diocesan assessments. We hope, however, that the future will be brighter 
and that we shall be able to make greater headway financially, numerically and 
otherwise. 
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My first attendance upon a session of the Diocesan Council was in Christ 
Church, Norfolk, fifty years ago in May. I am happy to say that I never regret 
the stand taken by me to preach the gospel to my brethren in Southside Virginia. 

Following this report, I am giving you, as it is customary, a summary of my 
official acts, which you will note are rather small, as compared to those of former 
years, due to the fact that I have been practically “shut in” since October 1, 1930, 
when J underwent an operation for the removal of cataract from my left eye. 
This accounts, dear Father in God, for the small amount of work that has been 
accomplished.

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Report OF THE Recror oF Boys’ Home, INc., ror THE YEAR 1931 


To the Bishop and Council of the Diocese of Southern Virginia: 


Gentlemen: 


As Rector of Boys’ Home, I present for your consideration the following 
account of the affairs of Boys’ Home for the year 1931: 


I. Puysicat MATTERS 


.4. Persons: The general health of our boys and staff was really amazingly 
good throughout 1931. Among the boys there was no case of serious illness, but 
there were two accidental injuries that required long hospital treatment. In 
one of these Robert Rea, of Covington, had a foot nearly cut off by a mower. By 
the wonderful surgical skill of Dr. J. M. Emmett, of the C. & O. Hospital at Clifton 
Forge, who made no charge for his services, the boy’s foot seems to have been 
saved, and he is now walking without crutches. The second accident was to 
the hand of Charles Edwards, of Richmond, who rashly, and contrary to orders, 
put his hand into the laundry flat-ironer, where it was so badly burned and mashed 
as to require, eventually, after weeks of effort to save them, the amputation of 
four fingers. Again our good friend, Dr. Emmett, made no charge for surgical 
treatment. A third case of long stay in hospital was the remedial treatment, by 
Dr. William Graham, of Richmond, of the feet of Harry Chinault, of New River, 
Va., a protege of the Pulaski Rotary Club. The badly twisted club-feet of this 
boy have been greatly improved. 

A striking evidence of the exceptionally good general physical condition of 
our boys is found in the low percentage of undernourishment. They are weighed 
every month, and twice each year each boy is given a general and thorough medical 
examination. Our record of January weights shows our percentage of under- 
nourishment to be only six and two-thirds. This is gratifying when we consider 
that, as indicated in the latest figures available, the percentage of undernourish- 
ment for our county was twenty-two, for Virginia twenty and one-third and for 
the City of Richmond, which has an excellent health department, six and six- 
tenths. When it is remembered that our boys come from the under-privileged 
classes, where undernourishment is higher than normal, we may well be pleased 
with the greatly improved health rating of our boys at Boys’ Home. 

The staff was less fortunate and together lost fifty-one days by illness. Of 
this, however, eighteen days were lost by our former Field Secretary, Mr. Jordan; 
and twenty-six by Mrs. Morgan. 

Much of this excellent health record is due to our requirement of careful 
medical examination of each boy before his acceptance. 


B. Buildings and Land: Because of the need for extreme economy during 
the year, five of our buildings again went without painting. These we believe 
we Shall be able to protect thus soon. It is much needed. By reason of an almost 
ideal season for farming, we had in 1931 probably our best yield of vegetables, 
forage and fruit. Our neighbors fared similarly and they gave us most generously 
of their fruit and vegetables, especially for canning. The total of food thus saved 
for winter and spring use is in excess of nine thousand quarts. This will surely 
enable us to curtail greatly our cost of operation. The open weather has enabled 
us to plow and sow fifty-eight acres in rye, winter oats, wheat and grass, and thus 
a good beginning has been made for 1932. 
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II. IntTe_LectruaL MATTERS 


The day-school is operated as before, with a definitely better staff of teachers 
than usual. 

Lack of an assembly hall, other than the dining-hall, is a preventive of much 
that we should like to do for the educational and recreative development of our 
boys. We have a motion-picture projector and an electric lantern, but use of 
both is hindered by lack of a suitable place for their use. The cost of films is a 
contributory handicap also. 


III. Sprrrruat Matrers aNnD MorALE 


Cooperation and loyalty among both the boys and our staff were at a high 
mark in 1931. Only two boys were at the end of the year lost by reason of running 
away and only five were found so undesirable as to have to be denied further resi- 
dence. This is a distinct improvement over most former years. Thirteen of 
our boys and one of our staff were confirmed by the Bishop during the year. Our 
pledges for the Diocesan and the Field departments of the Church were increased 
more than eleven per cent.; and the total of $215.00 has been paid. Many of the 
as made great sacrifice of their pleasure and their little money to keep their 
pledges. 


IV. Srarr CHANGES 


There was less than the usual “‘turn-over’’ of the staff in 1931. Of the sixteen 
regular members of the staff working at the beginning of the year, eleven were at 
work at the close of December. As is generally the case the chief changes were 
in the places of housekeeper, housemother and one boys’-work assistant. Upon 
resolution of the Executive Committee the position of Field Secretary was ter- 
minated on August eleventh. 


V. Sraristics or ATTENDANCE AND ADMINISTRATION 


Number of boys present January Ist, 1931, 83 (not counting fourteen boys 
temporarily absent on Christmas vacation). Added during the year: New boys, 
24, of whom eight were delinquents of record and 16 were non-delinquent, (from a 
total of 39 applicants); 14 returned from vacation; total additions, 38. Grand 
total number present, 121. Deductions during 1931 were as follows: Honorably 
discharged, 15; runaways not returned, 2; expelled as undesirable, 5; absent 
December 31st on vacation, 9; on probation, 1; otherwise absent; at hospital, 
etc.), 6; total number of deductions, 38. Net number actually present December 
31st, 1931, 83, not counting nine absent temporarily on vacation. 


Average daily attendance: Boys, 89.4; staff, 16; total, 105.4. Sustenance 
furnished (number of days of three meals each): Boys, 32,639; staff, 4,259.1; 
family, etc., of staff, 1,129.3; visitors, 1,006; boarders, 417.6; total, 39,776.6. 

Using these figures in connection with the financial totals supplied by our 
accountant (the annual audit being in preparation and therefore not available at 
this writing), we have the following important details of cost: 


Per capita cost of maintenance (1930, $412.00)... $ 390 48 
Per capita annual expenditure for foodstuff... 62 60 
Per capita monthly expenditure for foodstuff... 5 22 


Per capita daily expenditure for foodstuff... 17 


VI. FINANCIAL 


Lacking the report of the Auditor, which report is, however, promised for 
your meeting, we bring to vour attention the following facts from the Accountant’s 
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December report, which gives a statement of our financial affairs at the end of 
the year: 


First there is this encouraging item: Total current liabilities December 31, 
1931, $51,069.98 as compared with $52,563.44 a year ago. 


Second, amount due on Accounts Payable December 31, 1931, $2,438.88, as 
compared with $3,703.29 a year before. 


Third, fixed assets December 31, 1931, $266,471.44 as compared with $270,- 
§73.57 a year before. 


In view of the very great difficulties of the past year it seems that we should 
be pleased that, by God’s mercy and by the goodness of a multitude of faithful 
friends, we have fared so well.

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Report OF CHATHAM HALL FOR THE YEAR 1931 


January 25, 1932. 
Mr. Chairman and Gentlemen of the Council: 


I am glad to report that Chatham Hall is in a more satisfactory condition 
than it has been for years. The physical equipment of the school, under the 
skilled control of our Business Manager, Mr. E. V. Brush, has been brought to a 
high degree of perfection. The academic work of the school, under the able 
direction of our Dean, Miss Carr, has been carried on with gratifying success. 
The quality of the work done is steadily improving, and the success that our stu- 
dents are meeting at college testifies to the excellence of their preparation. 

We are glad to report that the number of students in the school has at length 
reached a capacity enrollment. This year is regarded as the worst private school 
year since 1900. A number of schools have had to close, and the enrollment of a 
great majority is far below normal. As opposed to this, Chatham Hall has en- 
rollment one-third larger than last year, and every place in the school being taken. 
This is, of course, highly gratifying, and apparently means that the school’s re- 
covery is complete, and that in the future we shall not be troubled with partial 
enrollments and consequent deficits. A further indication of this is that while 
last year at this time we had not enrolled a single student for the present session, 
we have already enrolled ten for next session, and as we expect only half this 
year’s number of vacancies, we are hopeful that our enrollment for next session 
will be complete before the summer. 

As an indication of the school’s recovered reputation, let me say that yester- 
day we had a visit from the wife of a professor of a great northern university, and 
a wife of a distinguished lawyer, the legal advisor of the same university. They 
drove down from New England, inspecting the schools as they came, and reported 
that they liked Chatham Hall better than any school they had seen, and that it 
was the only school in regard to which they had heard nothing but good. 

Our 106 boarding pupils come from twenty-one states. The largest number 
from a single State is nineteen from New York, the second, fifteen from Virginia. 
We have three students from Texas, four from Florida, one from California. A 
little less than half from the South, a little more than half from the North and 
West. Our aim is to keep half our students southern, but this promises to be 
dificult for next session, as southern families are so late making applications, 
and when they do they are likely to find all the places taken. 


As may be gathered from the above statement, we are expecting as a conse- 
quence of our full enrollment, that apparently for the first time in ten years the 
receipts and expenditures at Chatham Hall wil! balance, and the school will operate 
without a deficit. 


This does not mean, however, that we are free from financial embarrassment, 
Last year, with the school thirty students short of a full enrollment, and because 
of our failure to receive certain large expected donations, the school closed the 
year with a deficit of $14,000 in its operating expenses. Added to this was a loss 
of $4,000 to operating funds occasioned by the failure of the Chatham Savings 
Bank, where the school funds were on deposit. This $18,000 we were able, with 
great difficulty, to borrow, and while $2,000 has since been raised in donations, the 
balance of $16,000 still remains as a debt of the present administration, and is 
causing us serious embatrassment. 


May I testify here to the fact that there is extreme difficulty in securing 
donations this year. We have made a strenuous effort to clear off this deficit of 
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last year, and, as I have said, have only succeeded in raising $2,000. There seems 
nothing for the school to do but to try to borrow the money and pay it off from 
our earnings in future years, or raise it by donations when times improve. 

You can understand, in the light of this statement of our own financial diff- 
culties, how serious has been the embarrassment that has been super-added by 
the failure of the Diocese to provide the $5,000 promised to meet the payment 
on our bonded debt of last June. By formal action of last year’s Council, the 
Diocese undertook to meet this annual payment for five years, thus freeing the 
new Board of this heavy burden. When June first arrived, however, and the 
first payment fell due, the Diocese had practically nothing in hand for the pay- 
ment, and the situation became desperate. It was saved by the Rector securing 
the consent of a friend of the school to endorse the school’s note, and thus enabled 
us to borrow $5,000 for the payment that should have been made by the Diocese. 
This friend was Mrs. Kelly Evans, whose generous gift of $25,000 three vears 
ago was such an important factor in the school’s recovery. Mrs. Evans was 
about to leave for Furope. I called her up in New York by telephone the day 
before she sailed, and explained the urgency of the situation. With characteristic 
kindness she agreed to help us. A note for $5,000 was sent to her and received 
her endorsement. As a result we were then able to discount this note at a Lynch- 
burg bank and make the payment, some time after it was due. The understanding 
was that this note was to be taken up by the Diocese when it matured, the middle 
of October. When the date of maturity arrived, however, again the Diocese 
had practically no funds for the purpose, and as we did not like to ask Mrs. Evans 
to renew her endorsement, we were able to secure the consent of the bank to accept 
a renewal note of the school, without endorsement. This renewed note falls due 
the middle of February and will have to be cared for in some wav at that time. 

I should like also to call attention to the fact that the failure of the Diocese 
to make good on its definite commitment last June is responsible for the fact 
that the whole plan for the reorganization of the school has been held in abeyance. 
The members of the Council, who were here last year, will remember that a new 
Board of Trustees was elected, which was to succeed the old Trustees as soon as 
the Corporation Commission of Virginia acted on the proposed amendments to 
the school charter. The Corporation Commission has never been requested to 
take this action, as it was reasonably certain that the new Board would refuse 
to assume responsibility until there was some evidence that the Diocese would 
carry the responsibility it has undertaken. Had the charter been changed and 
the new Board of Trustees refused to take office, the school would have beer left 
without a Board of Trustees, an impossible situation. 

As it stands now, the old Board of Trustees, elected by the Council of 1930, 
are legally the Trustees of Chatham Hall. The Diocese, which elected the Trus- 
tees, and to which the schoo] belongs, continues legally responsible for $85,000 
of the bonded debt, and morally responsible for $36,000 floating debt. 


In closing, may I say that this is now, as it has always been, a problem of 
the Diocese. When three and a half years ago I took charge of the school, I 
came to it absolutely as an outsider, with no previous connection with the school 
or with the Diocese, and with no desire at all to undertake the task. This task, 
which I was asked to assume was that of rehabilitating the school, restoring its 
damaged reputation, building up its enrollment, thereby making it self-supporting. 
It was clearly stated that my duties included no financial responsibility, either for 
the past debts or for running expenses during the years that the school was recover- 
ingitslostground. The motive in accepting was first to serve the cause of Christian 
education; secondly, to aid an important Diocese of the Church, struggling under 
a crushing burden; thirdly and chiefly, in its appeal to me to lift from the shoulders 
of our late revered Bishop, related to me by ties of blood and deep affection, a 
burden that was causing him grave anxiety. 


Gentlemen, I believe we are justified in claiming that the task assumed has 
been successfully accomplished. The school’s reputation is restored; its enroll-

ment is complete, and it is now self-supporting. This accomplishment, how- 
ever, has involved far more than we were asked to attempt, inasmuch as the 
failure on the part of the Diocese, and the Diocesan Trustees to secure funds made 
it necessary for us to raise in donations, largely from personal friends, the amount 
that has made possible the school’s recovery. This, I repeat, was not my respon- 
sibility, but was made necessary because of the failure of the efforts of those 
who were responsible. I am emphasizing this because of the fact that in spite of 
all that has been said on the subject, there seem to be many who do not under- 
stand, and are inclined to think that the school is a personal venture of the Lee 
and Brush families, and their associates, which the Diocese should not be at all 
burdened with. The facts of the case should be borne in mind. When the Diocese 
took over the school in 1922, its debts amounted to $56,000. In seven years under 
Diocesan administration these debts were increased by more than $100,000. In 
1928, when the present administration took charge, the school carried a debt of 
$172,000; its reputation had been seriously impaired, and its enrollment was 
rapidly disappearing. It was a near-corpse around the neck of the Diocese, 
and you had no way of getting rid of it. In these three and a half years, as stated 
above, the school’s reputation has been restored, its enrollment completed, and 
$50,000 of its debts have been paid off. 

Finally, the offer was made last year to free the Diocese of the whole $121,000 
burden by a payment of $5,000 a year for five years. This offer was formally 
accepted, with the practical result that we know. The question now before the 
Diocese is what is to be done about it. The Diocese now owes $5,000 for last 
year’s payment. Another payment is due next June. I will not venture to 
suggest in this report what you should do to meet this obligation. I shall only 
say, in representing the school, that should the Diocese be unable to raise this 
$10,000 by next June, we have no alternative plan to care for the payment. The 
problem is a problem of the Diocese, and its solution should be found here and 
now.

REPORT OF THE WomaANn’s AUXILIARY 


In the name of the Woman’s Auxiliary of the Diocese of Southern Virginia, 
I bring greetings to the Bishop, Rt. Rev. Arthur C. Thomson, D.D., the clergy 
and lay delegates in attendance on the Fortieth Annual Council of this Diocese, 
and submit the following: 

We are happy to report a year of splendid accomplishments, listing some 
statistical reports as made by respective chairmen of departments: 


Field Secretary—Addressed twenty meetings of Woman’s Auxiliary, twelve 
Sunday Schools and six congregations. Spoke to six Young People’s Fellowships, 
one Girls’ Friendly Society. Conducted three W. A. Study Classes, two training 
classes of ten hours each for Sunday School teachers or W. A. leaders, besides the 
two at Sweetbriar. Taught nine Bible Classes, spoke at nine Teachers’ Confer- 
ences, nine W. A. Conferences and one Clergy Convocation. Superintended four 
Daily Vacation Bible Schools, two weeks each. Compiled a register of the Sunday 
Schools of the Diocese. Outlined a service program of a year for use of Sunday 


Schools. 


Diocesan Corporate Gift—($450.00 amount pledged to the Diocese for the 
salary of the Field Secretary.) 

$371.00 was contributed by seventy-one branches. The salary, however, was 
paid in full from the balance of last year. 


Advance Work—A Home for Women Workers in Nanking, China. Total 
amount raised during the year, $1,288.27. Of this sum $887.42 was realized by 
Self Denial Week practiced the last week in Epiphany. We shall continue to 
work on this project during the coming year. 


United Thank Offering—The spring offering was $1,945.81, the fall offering 
$1,355.09. I quote from the report of the custodian: “The Triennial Offering 
from Southern Virginia amounting to $13,015.85 was given in memory of Bishop 
Tucker. It was presented in an artistic and appropriate envelope made for the 
special purpose. The entire amount presented was $1,059,570.12. We rejoice 
that an infirmary at Dabney House is one of the buildings made possible through 
part of this offering.” 


Altar Linen—¥our complete sets of Altar Linen, two Fair Cloths, four Sur- 
plices, 4% yards of linen for Surplice, 1814 yards of Long Cloth, were given in 
the Diocese. 


Tucker Memorial Branch ministers to forty isolated members, also furnishes 
to eight families Home Quarterlies containing lesson material in Junior and Senior 


Grades in the Church School. 


Rural Commtttee—Four members of the Rural Committee were sent to the 
Rural Clergy Conference at V. P. I. This committee endeavors to develop neigh- 
borhood meetings throughout the rural field, increase the number of Daily Vacation 
Bible Schools, secure scholarships for training leaders for rural work, and develop 
the Big Sister relationship between city and rural branches. 


Supply Department—Through the Supply Department twenty-six boxes were 
sent to the following missions: Fairbanks, Alaska; St. James, Lydia, Va.; Christ 
School, Adren, N. C. Eighty-seven personal boxes were sent to China, Japan 
and to various clergy and workers in ourown land. Total value of boxes, $1,557. 29. 
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Christian Social Service—We have cared for our afflicted girl, sixty-eight 
branches contributing $358.00 for her support. We shall continue this help for 
another six months at least, hoping by that time, she may be physically well 
enough to place her in a permanent home. Also through this department sixty-six 
branches Sent ninety-nine voluntary boxes to Missions. Three of these were 
sent to the chairman of the Colored Convocation. 


Diocesan Pantry—1,766 containers of canned fruit, vegetables, preserves, 
pickles, etc., and other food supplies were distributed to the Community Houses 
and Homes, and $31.75. 


Education—Three all day educational institutes were held in three districts, 
with an attendance of over 400 auxiliary members. Seventy-six branches reported 
study classes held, 274 Study Books were sold, ninety branches were given a 
a copy of the Woman’s Auxiliary in the Life of the Church, five books were added 
to the Lending Library, fifteen members from this Diocese attended Sweet 
Briar Conference. Several scholarships were given in addition to those from the 
pledges. Christ II, Norfolk; St. Paul’s, Petersburg; St. John’s, Portsmouth, 
contributed to this fund. Scholarships are given in part to Chatham Hall, value 
$300.00; Sweet Briar Summer Conference, $75.00; Rural Conference, V. P. I., 
$75.00; for an Indian girl, $100.00. 

Through the Loulie Taylor Letcher Memorial Fund, scholarship in St. Agnes 
School, Kyoto, Japan, value $350.00. $1,781.99 is provided for support of children 
in the Jackson-Feild Home. 

Total receipts for the year, as per the Treasurer’s Report, $7,666.17. 

Total receipts, including all funds, $21,543.29. Number of Branches, ninety- 
nine; four new Branches. Number of members, 2,617. 


Colored Convocation—The Auxiliary of the Colored Convocation, Mrs. C. E. 
Smith, Lunenburg, Chairman, reports seventeen active Branches. Two educa- 
tional meetings held in March in St. James, Portsmouth; St. Paul’s, Lawrence- 
ville. The summer convocational meeting was held in St. James, Lunenburg. 
Vive delegates are invited to attend the Annual Meeting of the Diocesan Auxiliary. 

The Corporate Gift of this Convocation is a fund to provide scholarships to 
the Sunday School of Religious Educations in St. Paul’s School, Lawrenceville. 

I thank you for the privilege of bringing this report to you. I ask your help 
in gaining more members for the Auxiliary, and especially are we anxious to enlist 
the splendid help of our young women, to the end I bespeak your interest and 
prayers. 

To our Bishop and the clergy we again pledge our best efforts in the task of 
building a Christian Nation.

Remarks—During the spring, summer and fall, services are held each Sunday 
afternoon in the chapel at Jamestown Island. This chapel is built on the site of 
the frame church of 1617, in which met on July 30th, 1619, the first representative 
legislative assembly ever to convene in America; and also on the site of the first 
brick church, built i in 1639, the tower of which still stands, “‘long relics of the 
past.” These services are permitted through the courtesy of the Association for 
the Preservation of Virginia Antiquities, which owns the chapel and the surrounding 
grounds, and are held for tourists that come in considerable numbers. The ad- 
dresses are brief and informal and are of an historical and patriotic nature, em- 
phasizing faith, loyalty and patriotism as taught by the hallowed scenes and sacred . 
memories associated with the planting of the English church and English civil- 
ization on this continent. On the third Sunday after Trinity each year, being the 
anniversary of the first communion held in Virginia, the Holy Communion is cele- 
brated at the Robert Hunt Memorial Shrine. This shrine is erected on the summit 
of the old fortifications overlooking the James River. In addition to the regular 
services held on Sunday afternoons at the Robert Hunt Shrine or in the restored 
church at Jamestown, we are frequently called upon to hold additional services 
for various organizations visiting Jamestown Island, on which occasions brief 
addresses are given, recounting the events with which the Island is associated.

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AMENDMENTS TO THE CONSTITUTION 


PROPOSED AT THE CONVENTION OF 1931, AND TO BE FINALLY 
ACTED UPON AT THE CONVENTION OF 1934 


Resolved, That the following change be made in the Constitution, and that 
the proposed alteration be made known to the several Dioceses, 1n order that 
the same may be adopted by the next General Convention in accordance with 
Article XJ. of the Constitution: 


Amend Article I., Section 3, of the Constitution by inserting the words “‘the 
close of” after the word “until” so that the sentence shall read: ‘“‘The Bishop so 
elected shall serve until the close of the next General Convention.” 


Resolved, That the following change be made in the Constitution, and that 
the proposed alteration be made known to the several Dioceses, in order that 
the same may be adopted by the next General Convention in accordance with 
Article XI. of the Constitution: — 


Amend Article II., Section 6, of the Constitution to read as follows: 


““A Bishop may not resign his episcopal charge without the consent either of 
the House of Bishops of the Church or of the House of Bishops of the Province in 
which his office has been exercised, in either case under conditions prescribed by 
the Canons of General Convention.” 


Resolved, That the following changes be made in the Constitution and that the 
proposed alterations be made known to the several Dioceses in order that the same 
may be adopted by the next General Convention, in accordance with Article XI. 
of the Constitution: 

Amend Article II., Section 3, of the Constitution by adding the words, “A 
Bishop or Bishop Coadjutor shall be eligible as Bishop or Bishop Coadjutor of an- 
yee Diocese, or he may be elected by the House of Bishops as a Missionary 

ishop. 


Amend Article II., Section 6, of the Constitution by adding to the present 
Article the following: 


“Provided that this Article shall not apply to a Bishop resigning to accept 
other Episcopal election.”’
